Prairie ‘Lumber Industry 


Lumbering Industry of the Prairie 
Provinces of Some Importance 


Although the prairie provinces are 
asually associated with but one pur- 
suit, namely, farming, the forested 
portions give rise to a lumbering in- 
dustry of importance, and, while in- 
terior in development to those of Brit- 
jah Columbia or the eastern prov- 
inces, are of great value to the immi- 
grant settlement in the west. In 1913 
some 188 mills in Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta sawed approx- 
tmately 250 million feet of lumber, 
valued at the point of manufacture 
at over $4,260,000. Of this quantity, 
Saskatchewan forest produced approx- 
imately two-thirds, Alberta one-fifth, 
and Manitoba the balance. The prairie 
market consumes about 1,434 miliion 
feet of lumber annually. Over one 
balf of this comes from British Colum- 
bia (in part from the Railway Belt por- 
tion), and the. remainder is supplied 
from northwestern Ontario, the Unit- 
ed States, and the home forests.— 
Forest Protection in Canada, 1913- 
1914.

The Object of the Allies 


From Sir Edward Grey’s Speech in 
, Parliament Defending the 
Blockade 


Let ug also bear this in mind. I do 
no say at we are exercising these 


m@asureg of blockade the least bit 
m@re faF our allies than for our. 
selves. (Tfwe had no allies I have no 


doubt we should have done precisely 
the ‘same thing, and, as the house 
says, it is our duty to this Country 
to do it as effectively as possible. 
But do not let us forget that it is our 
duty to our allies as well. We are 
in this war with allies, a war forced 
upon Hurope after every effort had 
been made to find a settlement with- 
out war, which could easily have 
been found, efther by conference, as 
we suggested, or by reference to The 
Hague tribunal, as the Emperor of 
Russia suggested. Prussian militar- 


jism would not have any other settle- 


ment but war. We are now in this 
war with our allies. JI say nothing of 
what the actual conditions of peace 
will be, because those are things we 
must discuss with our allies and set- 
tle in common with them. But the 
great object to be obtained—and until 
it ts obtained the war must proceed— 
is that there shall not be this sort of 
militarism in Europe, which in time 
of peace would cause the whole con- 
tinent discomfort by its continual 
menace, and then, when it thinks the 
moment has come that suits itself, 
would plunge the continent into war. 

The whole of our resources are en- 
gaged in the war. Our maximum ef- 
fort, whether it be military, naval, or 
financial, is at the disposal of our 
allies in carrying on this contest. 
With them we shall see it through 
to the end, and we shall slacken no 
effort. Part of that effort is and must 
remain that, whether it be in the in- 
terests of ourselves or of our allies, 
in the interests of the great cause— 
the great transcending cause, which 
unites us all together, which makes 
us feel that national life will not be 
safe and individual life will not be 
worth living unless we can achieve 
successfully the object of this war— 
in that common cause we shall con- 
tinue to exert all ou efforts to put 
the maximum possible pressure upon 
the enemy, and part of that pressure 
must be, and continue to be, doing 
the most we can to prevent supplies 
going to or from the enemy, using the 
navy to its full power, and, in com- 
mon with our allies, sparing nothing, 
whether it be military, naval or fin- 
ancial effort. which this country can 
afford, to see the thing through with 
them to the enu. 

In British Columbia a government 
bill has been introduced to provide 
homesteads and loans for returned 
soldiers, with provisions to prevent 
the lands getting into the hands of 
speculators.

15 Years in Public Schools 


Interesting Data Based on Report of 
the Minister of Education 


(Contributed by Norman F, Black, 
M.A., D.Paed., Regina) 

The receutly published report of 
the Saskulchewan euucalion depurt- 
ment tor 1914 indicales that the aver- 
age school year jor Lhe schovis of the 
province Consisted of 188 leaching 
days and that Lhe average Saskatche- 
wal school boy attended for 10U days 
during the year. The aggregate en- 
roliment in the elementary schools 
amounted to 1lll,voy. lf tuis number 
be multiplhed by the number of days 
io the average school year (18s) aud 
divided into the actual aggregate at- 
tendance (11,171,989) it will be seen 
that the actual ailendance throughout 
the province was ouly siiguuly over 53 
per cent. of what it would have been 


}had all the pups enrolied attended 


every day that sciiool was open. That 
means Liat Oul of every 1U0 Sas- 
katchewan school children 47 are ab- 
sent on the average every schoo! day. 

According to the statistics quoted in 
“A Coimparative Study of the Public 
School Systems, in the 48 States,” 
prepared by the division of education 
in the Russell Sage foundation, no 
state in the American Republic has 
ag low a percentage of attendance as 
Saskatchewan had in 1914. The lowest 
percentage in the United States oc- 
curred in Mississippi (55.8). Oregon 
had an attendance of 87.8 per cent. ln 
1910 the average number of days at- 
tendance exceeded the Saskatchewan 
average of 100 days in twenty-nine 
states of the American Union ln 
Rhode Island, New York, Massachus 
etts, Connecticut, and California the 
average was 40 per cent. or more 
above ours. 

A complete gchool year in Saskatch- 
ewan consists, theoretically, of 210 
teaching days and the public school 
course is planned to cover eight 
years. Suppose a pupil could average 
thirty days’ absence yearly and yet 
make his grade aunually he would 
have to receive eight times one hun- 
dred and eighty days’ instruction. If 
the average Saskatchewan school 
child, however, attends only 100 days 
annually it ig evident that it would 
take htm fourteen years and two 
months to cover the public school 
course et the same rate. These are 
startling figures and indicate very 
clearly the need of better attendance 
laws, Aft present more. halt of 
all the school children Saskaiche 
wan are still below Grade &

presid@nt of the lécal government 
board, London, in. addressing thé in- 
augural of the Woren’s National 
land Service Corps, which intends to 
undertake agricultural work during 
the absence at the front or in the 
government employ of the men of the 
British Isles, 

Mr. Long declared that the govern- 
ment required co-operation of all 
classes, and heartily approved of the 
women’s movement, which, he said, 
meant that women would now take 
even a larger share in the defence of 
the country. 

“We want soldiers,” said Mr. Long. 
“The government means to have suf- 
ficient soldiers, and we are getting 
them. But we also want to keep the 
land cultivated and obtain a maxi- 
mum output, so that we may assist 
our overseas trade and our imperial 
position. 

“There is a wide field open for 
women’s activities. Women have 
proved themselves capable of work, 
which, before the war, they were 
thought unfitted to perform, and it 
is the farmers’ patriotic duty not to 
employ a single man who can be 
spared for a more important occu- 
pation.” 

The government has announced its 
intention to employ a corps for the 
purpose of training women in agri- 
cultura] pursuits.

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Bill Sunday and 
The Liquor Evil 


Wht He Had to Say in Toronto About 
the Liquor Question 


When Mr. Sunday spoke in Toronto 
he said in part: 

“Newspapers have turned the search 
light on the dark dirty dungeons and 
cleaned them out to make the cities 
pure. Liquor-is the crime of crimes, 
the sin of sins. It is the source of 
three-fourths of all the crime and it 
takes three-fourths of your taxation 
to care for the lobster after you have 
landed him. 


“Who foots the bill for all this? 
The landlord who loses the rent, the 
baker, the butcher, the grocer, the 
retail merchant, the dry goods mer- 
chants, and the charitable man who 
pities the children of the poor drunk- 
ard, who keeps them from starving, 
who go deep down into their pockets 
to support them, and the tax payers 
who maintain the jails, penitentiaries 
and poor houses. For every eight hun- 
dred dollars spent in producing use- 
ful and necessary commodities the 
working man receives $143.3 in wages 
But for every eight hundred dollars 
spent in the mahufacture of booze the 
working man gets only $9.84. 

“The saloon comes as near being 
the rat-hole into which the working 
man can dump his wages as any- 
thing this side of hell. To find what 
the devil is doing, find what the sa- 
loon is doing. 

“The man voting for the saloon is 
voting for the devil to drag his boy 
to hell, and, in my opinion, the man 
who stands and champions the saloon 
deserves to have his boy die a drunk- 
ard. If you don't want him to die a 
drunkard, why do you force the Ssa- 
loon on him? 

“The man who does not believe in 
hell, has never seen a drunkard’s 
home. The devil and the saloon- 
keeper are always. pulling on the 
same rope. 

“Lincoln said that if slavery was 
not a crime he did not know what 
was. If the death, if the disease, if 
the pauperism, if the crime, if the 
insanity, if the immorality in all its 
hideous forms, which results from the 
license system, does not make it a 
crime, I don’t know’ what will,” 
shouted Sunday. “The whiskey joint 
has no use for the light of publicity. 
It is leagued with the gambling hell 
and the house of prostitution. Shut 
the saloon and these other evils beat 
it for their patronage is taken away. 

“The liquor interests are fat, sleek 
smug and powerfully intrenched in 
the land. You must put up your signs 
against the rotten impurity it breeds 
Outraged humanity will never get the 
better of it until it is hung on the 
gibbet of public shame. Now is the 
time for people to put up their hands 
for action independent of govern- 
ments.”

A High Mountain Peak 


Proposed Highway to Mt. Whitney, 
the Highest Peak in the United 
States 


A highway to Mt. Whitney, the 
highest peak in the United States, 
will be built if plans recommended ‘y 
the Los Angeles chamber of commerce 
are carried out. The California moun- 
tain is 14,502 feet in the clouds, about 
400 feet higher than Pikes Peak in 
Colorado. 

The proposed road would open up 
wonderful scenic territory, at is would 
pierce the great Sequoia forest r2- 
serve for 85 miles. A preliminary es- 
timate places the cost at approxiqete- 
ly $300,000. The several counties and 
organizations that are pushing the 
project are hoping for government 
aid, as the new highway would at- 
ford better fire protection for billions 
of feet of magnificent timber owned 
by Uncle Sam. 

Surveys indicate that the summit of 
the towering peak could be reached 
by a road with a maximum grade of 
ten per cent. 

The view from the top is pronounc- 
ed unequaled in the world by those 
who have made the trip on horses. 
Death Valley, the Funeral] Mountains 
and hundreds of lakes, streams, for- 
ests and ranges are visible. While 
highly desirable from a scenic view- 
point, the proposed highway is impor- 
tant commercially, ag it would open 
miles of hitherto inaccessible’ re 
serves now used extensively for cat- 
tle.

Over 200,000 Men Still to be Recruited 
Here 


A memorandum summarizing the 
work of the department of militia in 
connection with the war, during the 
past twelve months, was presented to 
parliament by Sir Robert Borden as a 
preliminary to the request for the 
voting of $250,000,000 to provide the 
sinews of war for the coming fiscal 
year. 

The memorandum’ covers reports 
from the chief of the general staff, 
the quartermaster-general, the mas- 
ter-general of the ordnance, the 
paymaster-general and the director 
of contracts and includes several 
hundred orders-in-council dealing with 
contracts and war operations of all 
kinds, 

Perhaps the most interesting infor- 
mation given is that Canada had ac- 
tually at the front, on March 18 last, 
about 60,000 troops or practically 
three complete divisions. 


Also in England or in passage to 


England on that date, there were 
44,000 troops; in Canada, there were 
134,000 troops, in the West Indies 


there was the 38th Battalion, at Ber- 
muda, and a company of the Canad- 
ian Royal Garrison Artillery at St.

At the present time the monthly 
expenditure is up to about $18,000,000 
or considerably over half a million 
per day. 


Saving the Birds of Passage 

Have you ever wondered about the 
fate of the thousands of birds which 
cross the seas at migration times? 
In severe storms and when there 
are thick fogs, many of them are 
overpowered, or bewildered and die 
of exhaustion, 

Many lighthouse keepers around 
the British Isles have adopted a 
splendid plan for saving the migra- 
tory birds, by constructing a great 
many perches and rests beneath 
the lights. These resting places have 
sheltered a large number of migrants 
when wind or fog has overpowered 
them. 

The keeper of a lighthouse in the 
Isle of Wight said that it was now 
a rare occurrence to pick up dead 
birds around the light. The small- 
er birds made good use of the 
perches It seems, in fact, that 
these death-luring lights have been 
changed into harbors of safety for 
the birds.

Smutty Wheat 


Records Show Farmers Lose Much Be- 
cause of the Smut 


There was inspected at Winnipeg 
during the months of September, 
October, November and December, 
1915, 2,369,500 bushels of smutty 
wheat. The great bulk of this wheat 
would have graded No. 1 Northern 
had it not been smutty. The aver- 
age price of No. 1 Northern for the 
four months named was just about 
$1.02 a bushel; the average deduc- 
tion for smut was 8c a bushel, but, 
in view of the fact that all of the 
smutty wheat would not have grad- 
ed No. 1 Northern, the reduction in 
price has been placed at 7c. On 
the amount inspected as smutty, 
this shows a loss of $168,865, but 
this by no means covers the entire 
loss; it only shows the loss in price 
on the wheat marketed, and makes 
no allowance for the loss in yield 
where smut took the place of good 
wheat in the heads; it takes no ac- 
count of the loss on oats and _ bar- 
ley, which was extremely heavy al- 
so. J. H. Grisdale, director-general 
of the experimeatal farms of Can- 
ada, estimated the loss by smut in 
the whole of Canada in 1914 at $15,- 


000,000 and in view of the greatly 
increased acreage in the west in 
1915, it is probable that the loss 


; through smut very greatly exceeded 
$15,000,000 for the whole of Can- 
ada in 1916. 


Life Througn a Straw 


The deeds of 1,316 non-coms. and 
privates were announced on January 
14 to have been awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal. Many of 
the deeds, notably those associated 
with the saving of life, were among 
the most thrilling ever reported.

Irregular Attendance 
At Saskatchewan Schools 


Proportion of High School Puplis to 
Public School Pupils in Sas- 
katchewan 
(Contributed by Norman F. Black, 

’ M.A., D.Paed., Regina) 

In his report for 1914 the minister of 
education states that 2,843 pupils do- 
ing high scaoot work were enrolied in 
the puvlic scnools of the province and 
z,y26 in the high schools and collegi- 
ate institutes. The total number of 
students above Grade 8 was therefore 
6,i6¥—the number enrolled in Grades 
1 to 8 was 108,216. That is to say, 
for every 1,000 pupils in these grades 
there were in Saskatchewan 6% pup- 
jig doing more advanced work. This 
proportion is below that of 27 States 
in the American Union, according to 
the statistics of 1910. In these 27 
States tnere were from 66 to 118 high 
school pupils for every 1,000 pupils 
enrolled in the elementary schools. 

A chief cause for the relatively 
small proportion of Saskatchewan 
school chiidren that are receiving a 
secondary education is irregular at- 
tenduance in the elementary grades. 
This results in such slow’ prog 
that the children reach the age limit 
tor compulsory education whitst still 
in junior Classes and drop out of 
school,

We have 
been fortunate enough to secure the 
services of 181 gentlemen to act in 
the place of commissioners absent on 
service, and a goodly number of Scout- 
masters have joined us.

Children to be Potato Growers 

Compulsory potato growing is part 
of the plan for the Boys’ and Girls’ 
club, run under the auspices of the 
extension department of the Mani- 
toba Agricultural college, for this 
summer. The” 10,000 members will 
plant from one-sixteenth to one-eighth 
of an acre to potatoes. It is expected 
that they will plant altogether about 
1,000 acres in “spuds,” and that they 
produce about 200,000 bushels valued 
at $150,000. The reason potato grow- 
ing is made compulsory jis because 
there is likely to be a decreaseu 
acreage this year. The club has an 
annual garden competition, and 
prizes are awarded. Winnipeg wmer- 
chants have added extra prizes for 
this®@year. Each member of the club 
will receive a package of California 
poppy seed from the government to 
help beautify the country. Eggs of 
bred-to-lay strains are said to be 
difficult tor the club members to se- 
cure. 


Statistics of Fire Losses 

At the recent annual meeting of the 
commission of conservation a resolu- 
tion was passed requesting the var- 
ious provincial goverments to take 
steps to secure complete reports of 
all losses 1.0m fires occurring within 
their boundaries, and the extent, if 
any, to which the property was in- 
sured. 


Farm Land Values Increasing In U.S. 
Farm land values are increasing al- 
most by leaps and bounds. Figures 
made public by the U.S. department 
of agriculture show that values for 
the United States, taken as a whole, 
increased 25.7 per cent. in the past 
four years “nd 11.5 per cent. last year. 
The figures are based upon reports 
from the department's field agents.

Invention of the Telephone 


Brantford Claims to be the Birthplace 
‘ of the Telephone 


Sam Slick’s perpetual reminder of 
the proneness of New Englanders to 
declare that the steamboat, the rail- 
way, the electric telegraph, and every- 
thing else worth noticing were invit- 
ed in New England by Yankees is sug- 
gested in the celebration of the birth 
of the telephone in Boston. At 109 
Court street a commemorating tablet 
has been placed bearing the following 
inscription: 


“Here the telephone was born June 
2, 1875. The Bostonian Society and 
the New England Telephone and 
Telegraph Company placed this tablet 
March 10, 1916.” 

As the crty of Brantford is prepar- 
ing to celebrate the birth of the tele- 
phone in that city, this claim by the 
Intellectual Capital of the United 
States shoud not be allowed to pass 
unchallenged. According to this quot- 
ation from the evidence of the inven- 
tor, Alexander Graham Bell, given in 
the government telephone suit, and 
by him forwarded to Mr. T. H. Preston 
of the Brantford Expositor, the claim 
of Brantford antedates that of Boston 
by a year: 

“A long series of experiments were 
made at Tutela Heights, Brantford, 
during the summer of 1874 with a hu- 
man ear taken from a dead subject. 
Upon speaking into the ear the little 
bones attached to the membrarfe were 
seen to be in vibration, and tracings of 
these vibrations were obtained upon 
smoked glass, showing the forms 
vibration characteristic of the ele- 
ments of speech. 

“The experiments with the ear sug- 
gested converting the harp telephone 
into a membrane speaking telephone 
modelled after the human ear by at- 
taching one vf the reeds of the harp 
telephone to a stretched membrane, 
thus forcing it to copy the movements 
of the air during the utterance of a 
sound. This culminated in the inven- 
tion in Brantford in 1874 of what is 
now known as ‘the telephone,’ but 
which was then more properly called 
‘the electric speaking telephone,’ to 
distinguish it from previously exist- 
ing telephones which were not elec- 
tric or did not speak.” 

According to the inventor the tele- 
phone was devised in Brantford in 
1874 and made in Boston in 1875. This 
fully entitled Brantford to her name 
Telephone City. There the idea was 
conceived and the experiments made 
which resulted in the perfecting of 
the instruments and the first electrical 
transmission of the human voice in 
Boston one year later.—Toronto 
Globe. 


Future Train-speed 


Costs Too Much to Operate a Train at 
a Higher Speed Than at 
Present 


Impatient travellers may have won- 
dered why train-speeds have not ac- 
celerated appreciably in the past tew 
years, despite the advent of electric 
traction aud the prophecies of speeus 
cf 100, 200, perhaps 300 miles an hour. 
in this, however, they will be disap- 
pointed, according to a contributor 
to “Railway and Locomotive En- 
gineering,” who declares that speeds 
greater than those of our day will 
never be realizea for ordinary train- 
service, for the simple but sufficien- 
reasou that they cost too much. 

‘Tuere is no question about the fact 
that greater power can be concentrat- 
ed in an electric locomotive than in 
one operated by ftleam, but it does 
not follow that railroad companies 
will accelerate the speed of their 
trains because they have convenient- 
ly the power necessary to do so, 
Within one decade after the locomo- 
tive first began hauling regular trains 
the world was informed that the 
speed of one hundred miles an hour 
would be achieved by railway trains 
in the near future. When years 
elapsed and the 100-miles-an-hour 
velocily was not aciieved, people in- 
terested put down a mile a minute, 
or 60 miles un hour, as the common 
speed of coming railway operating, 
but even that pace bever becume 
common but was attained for suourt 
distances On particular trains. 

Ever since the steam locomotive 
was developed lo approach to pre- 
sent capacily it las been practicabie 
lc run light trains at speeds approxi- 
mating tle milea-minute pace, but 
that speed has been rarely indulged 
iu. ‘Those familiar with 
operating are aware that etfiecting 
high-train speed is expensive to rail- 
way companies and tha. the people 
enjoying the luxury are not inclineu 
to pay for ae same expense incurred 
lt may be affirmed without tear of 
successful contradiction that all the 
luxury trains run at speeds over fifty 
miles an hour have been sources of 
loss to the Companies Operating Luem. 


Shorter Tonnage is the Prediction 

When the estimates of the depart- 
ment of trade abd cOlmmerce were 
taken up in the house, Sir George 
Foster frankly stated that during the 
coming season there was likely to be 
a considerably greater shortage of 
oceab tonnage than last year. It prob- 
ably will be necessary, he said, to do 
many things we do not want to do and 
present avenues of trade may be in- 
terrupted.

Rural Schools 


Male Teachers in Rural Districts Are 
Becoming Scarce 


Half a century ago a female teacher 
in charge of a country school was a 
rarity; now seven or eight out of ten 
rural teachers are women. Without 
expressing any opinion as to the ad- 
vantages or disadvantages of this 
widespread replacement, it is quite 
proper to inquire how it has been 
automatically effected. it has been 
due not to any deliberate exercise of 
authority, but to the irresistibie oper- 
ation of economic torces that should 
be discoverable if they have not been 
ulready disclosed. 


There can hardly be any doubt in 
the mind of those engaged in the 
professional administration of our 
educational system that in rural 
schools one of the promoting causes 
of the substitution of women for men 
has been the fact that it is always 
Cifficult and often quite impracticable 
for a teacher who is a married man to 
secure a suitable house in which to 
Keep his family. In order that hea 
may be in a position to do this he 
gives up work ne likes, chooses some 
other less important calling, and grav- 
itates to the country village, wuere he 
can find a home for his wife and 
children, 

In order to check the operation of 
the great disturbing forces at work 
and restore some good men to the 
teaching profession in rural schools, 
the National Lumber Manufacturers’ 
Association has proposed, as a social 
service scheme, to build a home for 
every rural school teacher in the 
United States, This proposal, thue 
baldly stated, may safely be pro- 
nounced chimerical, but it might eas- 
ily prove to have enough of iorce in 
it to make a good beginning of a re- 
form which could be carried on and 
out indefinitely into widespread re- 
gions of Canada as well as the United 
States. 


The most potent cause of inefficien- 
cy in the rural schools is the frequent. 
changes of teachers. The great maj- 
ority of the young women in charge 
of them pass from one section to An- 
other every year. They do not stay 
long enough in one school to become 
acquainted with their pupils, and 
many of them make no attempt to con- 
fer with the parents about the needs, 
wants, capacities and character of the. 
children. A change of some sort is 
needed if the outiay by the ratepay- 
ers on public scnoo! education is not. 
to remain as it is now, largely wasted 
through remediable defects in the sys- 
tem.—Toronto Globe.

The Dairy Herd 
Intelligent Selections 6f Dairy Cows Is 
Necessary 


Not only interest but real value at- 
taches to the question of carefully 
noting the individual performance of 
each cow in the herd.

In another section, of two cows of 
the same age, one gave 8,430 pounds 
of milk and 362 pounds of fat, but 
the other day gave only 1,690 pounds 
of milk and 67 pounds of fat. Is there a 
difference of eighty-eight dollars in 
the earning power of any two cows 
in your herd?

The rational method is 
to weigh the milk and test samples 
regularly for fat.

Flax For Grain 


H. Drisdale, Director Experl- 
mental Farms, Ottawa 


--As,a crop likely to pe quite as pro- 
fitable as wheat this year may be 
mentioned flax. The annual con- 
sumption of flaxseed is in the neigh- 
borhood af 30,000,000 bushels on this 
continent. All but 2,000,000 bushels 
of this is used in the United States. 
The combined crops of seed in Can- 
ada and the United States fall usually 
12,000,000 or 15,000,000 short of this 
amount, 
brought from Argentina, and is com- 
ing in at the present time. 

Where wheat seeding has pro 
gressed rather slowly, it will often 
be advisable to sow the last few acres 
intended for wheat rather to flax. The 
cash returns per acre from the two 
crops are likely to be practically equal 
this year, and about the same as they 
were last ,ear. So why not try the 
flax and run no risk with late wheat, 
usually a poor crop at best? 

Only clean seed should be sown, 
and that on clean land. A limited 
area of well-prepared land sown with 
clean seed will be more profitable 
than a large area of badly-prepared 
land on which dirty seed 1s used. 

Wellsprepared land means: (a) a 
good summerfallow, (b) first year 
stubble after summerfallow properly 
burned, well cultivated, sown and 
then harrowed, (c) other stubble land 
burned if possible, well ploughed, 
then packed, harrowed and seeded, 
and then packed again or rolled and 
harrowed. 

For the new settler or the man with 
new breaking done before May 25 or 
26, flax offers an opportunity for 
money-making this year on this land 
such as it not possible with any other 
crop. Break about three inches deep, 
disc as soon as broken, and so fill all 
openings and spaces petwoen the fur- 
rows, and conserve moisture as well 
as make a solid seed-bed. Sow seed 
carefully before the first of June, at 
the rate of 30 to 40 pounds per acre.

Selecting Eggs For Hatching 

Select eggs from only the best Lens 
in the flock. 

Eggs for hatching should not 
weigh less than two nor more than 
two and one-half ounces, They should 
not be washed, as this lowers their 
vitality. 

The eggs should be gathered two 
or three times daily and placed in a 
dry place where the temperature is 
below 70 degreeg F. 

Keep the eggs on their sides and 
turn twice daily before putting them 
into the incubator or under the hen. 

Avoid eggs that have transparent 
shells or a roughed appearance; long, 
pointed or short, rounded eggs should 
not be used. 

Use eggs uniform in size, as they 
absorb the heat to a better advantage. 
Hold no eggs for hatching purposes 
longer than two weeks before putting 
them into the incubator or under the 
hen.

Hungary Dragged Into the War at the 
Heels of Austria 


Of course there igs no reason on 
earth why the peopie of Iiungary 
should be at war with the British em- 
pire. They have no grievance against 
Britain, nor had the British nation any 
quarrel with the Hungarians. 

Hungary wag dragged into the war 
at the heels of Austria, The war lords 
of the central empire bad spoken. The 
peasants of Hungary had no choice 
nor say in the matter. So their fer- 
tile lands, or the fertile lands of their 
corporate rulers, are deserted, save 
for the old men and the womenfolk 
and infants; and the battlefields of
